Egypt  claims 
says  Israelis

Egyptian  military 
communiques  said  Israeli 
warplanes  bombed  Port  Said  at 
the  Mediterranean  entrance  to 
the  Suez.  Candl  Monday  night 
but  that  Egyptian  troops 
attacked  Israeli-held  oil  fields 
in  the  southern  Sinai  Peninsula 
and  “liberated”  El  Qantara  jn 


the  central  sector  of  the 
waterway. 

There  was  no  immediate 
word  from  Israel  on  the 
Egyptian  communiques  which 
said  the  bombing  of  Port  Said 
had  resulted  in  civilian 
casualties. 

The  communiques  were 
issued  in  Cairo  at  10  p.m.  after 
a  day  in  which  the  Israelis 


Tickets  by  mail 
not  best  method'

claimed  their  tanks  and  planes 
were  chasing  the  Syrians  out 
of  the  Golan  Heights  in  the 
northern  sector  and  had 
pushed  the  Egyptians  back  to 
the  canal. 

But  the  Egyptians  countered 
these  claims  by  saying  their 
tanks  were  cutting  deeper  into 
the  Sinai  Peninsula,  occupied 
by  the  Israelis  since  the  1  967 
Middle  East  war,  and  that  the 
Israeli  defenders  were  being 
overrun  by  troops  supported 
by  devastating  air  cover. 

The1  earlier  communiques 
from  Cairo  did  not  say  exactly 
how  far  into  Sinai  the 
Egyptian  forces  had  gone  since 
first  crossing  the  canal  on 
Saturday  as  Jews  observed 
Yom  Kippur,  the  solemn  day 
of  judgment. 

Syrians  report 

The  Syrians  clai  me  d 
counter-offensive  in  the  Golan 
Heights  and  in  this  third  day 
of  the  fourth  Middle  East  war 
since  1948  had  retaken  a  large 
chunk  of  the  area  seized  by 
the  Israelis  in  1  967. 

The  Israelis  denied  these 
Syrian  and  Egyptian  claims. 

Egypt’s  communique 
reporting  bombing  raids  on 


Port  Said,  a  major  port  city, 
did  not  say  anything  about 
numbers  of  casualties. 

“This  is  the  first  civilian  city 
hit  by  the  Israelis,”  said  the 
military  communique.  “The 
enemy  should  be  prepared  to 
bear  the  consequences  of  his 
deeds.” 

Later,  the  Interior  Ministry 
in  Cairo  warned  civilians  in 
rep'eated  broadcasts  to  avoid 
picking  up  “strange  objects” 
from  (he  ground. 

“The  inhuman  enemy  may 
throw  objects  that  may  be 
explosives,”  the  ministry  said. 
“We  all  should  be  aware  of  one 
enemy’s  inhuman  methods  for 
our  own  safety.”  There  was  no 
further  elaboration.  Cairo,  a 
city  of  six  million,  was 
virtually  blacked  out  Sunday 
and  Monday  nights. 

The  military  communique 
on  the  bombing  attack  was 
followed  by  another  about 
half  an  hour  later.  This 
claimed  that  El  Qantara  had 
been  taken  from  the  Israelis  in 
hand-to-hand  combat  and  that 
former  Egyptian  oil  fields  run 
now  by  the  Israelis  had  been 
attacked  and  set  afire  by 
Egyptian  troops  at  El  Bilaiyim. 

The  Israelis  pump  about 


$350,000  worth  of  oil  a  day 
from  Sinai  wells. 

Cutting  off  oil 

The  communique  added  that 
the  decision  to  hit  the  fields 
about  150  miles  south  of  the 
•southern  entrance  to  the  Suez 
Canal  was  made  by  Gen. 
Ahmed  Ismail,  the  Egyptian 
armed  forces  commander,  “to 
deprive  the  enemy  of  Sinai 
oil.” 

“Thus  our  troops  raided  the 
oil  fields  at  El  Bilaiyim  on  the 
Gulf  of  Suez.  E’ires  raged  and  a 
driller  was  destroyed.  Our 
troops  returned  safely  to  their 
bases.” 

Earlier  in  the  day,  the  Israeli 
military  chief  of  staff,  Lt.  Gen. 
David  Elazar,  told  a  news 
conference  in  Tel  Aviv: 

“We  will  attack  the  enemy 
until  we  break  their  bones.” 

Elazar  added  that  Syrian 
forces  had  been  pushed  back 
to  the  ceasefire  line  established 
in  the  Golan  Heights  in  1967 
and  that  “some  Egyptian 
forces’’  remain  on  the 
Israeli-occupied  cast  bank  of 
the  Suez  Canal  but  that  the 
Israeli  forces  had  “limited  to  a 
great  extent  the  area 
captured  by  the  Egyptians.”

concert  ticket  distribution,” 
he  said.  “When  I  took  office  I 
wanted  to  find  an  easier

Alexander  said  that  he 
would  welcome  student 
feedback  and  opinion  in  order 
to  set  an  equitable  and 
workable  ticket  distribution 
system  for  future  concerts. 

Currently,  19,000  tickets 
have  been  sold  for  this 
Friday’s  concert,  and 
according  to  a  spokesman  for 
the  Carpenters,  this  will  be 
their  largest  college  crowd 
ever.  Tickets  have  temporarily 
run  out,  but  will  be  sold,  once 
again  at  the  University  Mall 
beginning  Wednesday, 
Alexander  said.

To  prove  residency  a  student 
need  only  prove  he  is  living  in 
the  precinct  he  wishes  to  vote 
in  at  the  present  time.  This  can 


be  shown  with  a  Utah  driver’s 
license,  Utah  automobile 
registration  or  even  a  receipt 
of  payment  of  rent. 

There  is  no  requirement  on 
the  length  of  time  a  student 
must  live  in  the  state. 

There  are  potential  hazards 
attached  to  voting  in  a  Provo 
election  that  students  should 
be  aware  of,  Huish  said. 

“If  students  are  going  to  be 
residents  here,  that’s  fine,  and 
we  want  them  to  vote,”  he 
said.  “But  they  should  realize

SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  A  tax 
relief  bill  aimed  at  returning 
state  income  tax  credit  to 
taxpayers  was  passed  by  the 
House  and  sent  to  the  Senate 
Monday  during  the  first  day  of 
the  special  session  of  the  40th 
Utah  State  Legislature. 

The  bill,  which  would  return 
a  rebate  when  taxpayers  file 
returns  in  January,  was 
delayed  by  a  Republican 
Caucus.  Two  amendments 
were  then  rejected  before  the 
Legislature  agreed  on  a  credit 
of  $6  per  dependent. 

In  other  legislative  action, 
one  bill  was  sent  to  Gov. 
Calvin  Rampton  and  several 
others  voted  upon  in  rapid-fire 
action. 

Joint  session 

In  a  10  a.m.  joint  session  of 
both  houses,  Rampton  urged 
legislators  not  to  get  bogged 
down  in  details  that  could 
delay  passage  of  the  bills. 

Most  legislators  felt  the 
session  would  last  only  a  week, 
but  Senate  Minority  leader 
Ernest  H.  Dean  (D-American 
Fork)  was  even  more 
optimistic  after  the  first  day. 
“We’ve  moved  through  quite  a 
number  of  bills  today.  We’ve

entertained  at  least  half  of  the 
items  that  were  on  call  by  the 
governor.  1  would  think  that  if 
this  keeps  up  we  may  be 
through  by  Wednesday  night,” 
he  said. 

A  House  bill  receiving 
overwhelming  support  from 
state  representatives  would 
switch  the  authority  for 
adjusting  the  state’s  property 
tax  mill  levy  from  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  the 
Legislature. 


Preliminary  approval 
The  Senate  gave  preliminary 
approval  to  a  bill  which 
received  unanimous  support 
from  the  House.  The  bill  is  a 
recommendation  from  Gov. 
Rampton  to  increase  from  $50 
to  $100  the  property  tax 
abatement  for  indigents, 
mostly  elderly,  by  county 
commissioners. 

“In  my  district,  we 
desperately  need  this  bill,” 
said  Rep.  Mary  Lorraine 
Johnson,  (D-Salt  Lake  City,) 
representing  District  9.

The  hotel  is  located  in  East 
Jerusalem,  which  is  the  Arab 
section  of  the  city,  and 
contains  many  sacred  Arab 
shrines.  Taylor  said  that  if 
there  is  an  air  raid  on  Jersalem, 


this  will  be  a  relatively  safe 
area. 

According  to  Taylor  there 
have  been  no  restrictions  made 
on  the  movements  of  students. 
However,  there  is  a  blackout  in 
effect  and  students  have  been 
warned  to  heed  any  air  raid 
warnings  and  immediately  get 
to  a  bomb  shelter.  The 
basement  of  the  City  Hotel 
provides  such  a  shelter.  He  said 
that  Galbraith  had  reported  no 
rationing  of  food  or  gasoline. 

Taylor  added  that  the  BYU 
group  had  planned  to  visit 
Sinai  Oct.  19  but  he  doesn’t 
anticipate  their  doing  so.

A  bill  relating  to  the  refund 
of  paid  oleomargarine  taxes 
was  given  tentative  approval 
by  the  Senate  after  House 
passage.  The  bill  provides 
refunds  to  wholesalers  and 
retailers  who  had  inventories 
of  tax-paid  oleomargarine  on 
July  1  ,  1973,  when  the 

oleomargarine  tax  was 
repealed. 


OK’s  bills 

The  Senate  gave  preliminary 
nods  to  two  of  its  own  bills 
dealing  with  remodeling  and 
improving  Capital  Hill  and  the 
Senate  Office  Building.  One 
bill  appropriates  $600,000  for 
construction  of  a  new  facility 
for  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Licensing  Division  at  the  Utah 
State  Fairgrounds  and  for 
remodeling  portions  of  the 
State  Office  Building  to 
accommodate  the  state  Data 
Processing  Department. 

The  other  bill  provides  a 
master  plan  for  the 
preservation  of  Capitol  Hill 
and  would  appropriate 
$40,000  from  the  general 
fund. 


that  they  can  have  only  one 
legal  residence.  If  they  register 
here,  they  annul  their  former 
residence,”  he  added. 

He  cited  examples  of 
problems  that  have  arisen  for 
students  registering  as  local 
voters.  A  student  lost  a 
scholarship  because  he  gave  up 
his  home  residence  and 
eligibility  for  that  scholarship. 

A  student  is  not  eligible  to 
claim  state  resident  tuition 
fees  at  state  colleges  just 
because  he  votes  in  a  Utah 
election.  The  qualifications  are 
not  applicable  to  tuition 
benefits. 

If  a  student  decides  to  vote, 
and  his  registering  agent  does 
not  think  he  is  eligible,  Huish 
said  that  the  student  should 
come  to  the  county  clerk’s 
office  and  the  situation  will  be 
reviewed. 

If  the  student  is  found 
eligible,  the  registering  agent  in 
the  precinct  will  be  called  and 
informed.

To  maintain  self  respect... 


“May  I  now  for  a  few  moments  make 
some  comments  about  a  condition  which  is 
of  great  concern  to  all  of  us  here  today.  That 
of  which  1  speak  is  a  condition  about  which 
we  see  so  much  disregard  in  the  world  today. 

"I  speak  of  the  shocking  lack  of 
self-respect  of  so  many  individuals,  as  is 
evidenced  by  their  dress,  their  manner,  and 
engulfing  waves  of  permissiveness  which 
seem  to  be  moving  over  the  world  like  an 
avalanche. 

“We  see  among  us  so  many  who  seem  to 
be  forsaking  standards  of  decency  or  an 
understanding  of  the  meaning  of 
time-honored  words  which,  since  the 
beginning  of  time,  have  had  real  meaning  to 
our  forebears;  words  that  have  made  for 
strength  of  character  and  righteousness  and 
harmony  and  unity  and  peace  in  the 
world  .... 

“To  some  it  may  seem  old-fashioned  to 
speak  of  virtue  and  chastity,  honesty, 
morality,  faith,  character,  but  these  are  the 
qualities  which  have  built  great  men  and 
women  and  point  the  way  by  which  one 
may  find  happiness  in  the  living  of  today 
and  eternal  joy  in  the  world  to  come.

In  the  same  Priesthood 
session,  Pres.

Continuing  in  the  same  vein 
of  practical  counsel,  Bishop 
Featherstone  told  Church  local 
leaders  they  should  give  the 
best  products  of  their  welfare 
farms  and  projects  to  the 
Church.

President  Romney  listed  in 
his  talk  the  types  of  welfare 
program:  political,  in  which 
the  good  of  the  state  is 
foremost;  charitable,  in  which 
the  giver  is  considered  as  much 
as  the  receiver;  and  the 
Church’s  program,  in  which 
the  total  welfare  of  the 
individual,  both  spiritual  and 
physical,  is  considered.

The  Daily  U  n  i  v  e  r  s  e 
apologizes  tor  this  headline 
and  acknowledges  that  it  was 
not  justified  by  the  facts 
presented  in  the  news  story 
over  which  the  headline 
appeared. 

The  article  included  a 
photograph  of  Dean  Van 
Wagenen,  owner  of  Van 
Wagenen  Finance  Co.,  445  W. 
Center  St.,  pictured  sighting 
through  the  cylinder  of  a 
revolver.  The  photograph 
appeared  on  the  same  page  as 
the  headline,  an  unfortunate 
juxtaposition  for  which  the 
Daily  Universe  apologizes. 


Van  Wagenen,  operator  of 
one  of  Utah’s  largest 
pawnbroking  establishments, 
asserts  that  some  of  the  facts 
included  in  the  article  give  a 
misleading  picture  of  the 
pawnbroking  business. 

“The  days  portrayed  in  the 
Merchant  of  Venice  are  long 
gone  -the  times  of  Shylock  are 
past,”  he  said. 

Van  Wagenen 
commonly  held 
pawnshops 
misconceptions.” 

The  least  likely  place  in  a 
modern  town  to  find  a 
“fence”  is  in  a  pawnshop,  he 
said.  “The  most  likely  place 
for  the  average  person  to 
locate  one  is  in  the  mirror.” 

He  explained  that  when  a 
person  makes  a  “real  buy” 


from  the  stranger  in  distress 
who  needs  to  sacrifice  his 
watch,  tools  of  his  trade,  or 
“family  heirlooms”  the  person 
may  likely  be  dealing  with  a 
thief  and  serving  as  that  thief’s 
“fence.”

“The  fastest  way  for  a  thief 
to  get  picked  up  by  police,” 
Van  Wagenen  said,  “is  to  take 
his  ill-gotten  gains  to  a 
pawnbroker.”  Pawnshop 
operators  report  regularly  to 
the  police,  sheriff  and  federal 
firearms  agents.  Firearms  are 
increasingly  being  cleared  by 
federal  computer  systems,  he 
said. 


A  final  point  made  by  Van 
Wagenen  concerned  the 
relationship  between  the 
pawnshop  operator  and  his 
customers.

N  uisance  callers  definitely 
have  hang-ups.  If  you  receive  a 
nuisance  call,  definitely  hang 

up¬ 


chuck  Henry,  information 
assistant  for  Mountain  Bell  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  classifies 
nuisance  calls  into  seven 
catagories  starting  with  most 
common  calls: 


1.  Call  and  hang  up.  This 
occurs  when  someone  calls  a 
number  and  hangs  up  when 
the  party  answers.  Many  times, 
according  to  Henry,  this  is  an 
honest  mistake  made  by  a 
person  who  realizes  he  dialed 
the  wrong  number  after  it  has 
rung  and  then  hangs  up  to 


avoid  possible  embarrassment. 

2.  Obscene.  This  is  exactly 
what  it  implies.  It  involves 
dirty  or  lewd  language. 

3.  Harrassing.  “When  he 
bugs  or  bothers  a  person,”  is 
how  Henry  described 
harrassing  calls. 

4.  Threatening.  A  call  is 
classified  as  threatening  when 
a  direct  threat  on  somebody’s 
life  or  a  member  of  someone’s 
family  is  made. 

5.  Hoax.  A  hoax  call  occurs, 
for  example,  when  a  person 
calls  up  a  pizza  place  and 
orders  a  dozen  pizzas  to  be 
delivered  to  somebody’s 
house.  The  guilty  party  may 
know  who  is  getting  the  pizzas 
or  he  may  have  randomly 
picked  somebody’s  name  from 
the  phone  book. 


6.  Breather.  This  happens 
when  a  person  calls  someone 
and  just  breathes  into  the 
phone,  not  saying  a  word. 

7.  Pushy  Salesman.  A 
salesman  may  call  early  in  the 
morning  or  late  at  night,  when 
he  is  sure  somebody  will  be 
home,  in  order  to  sell  his 
pfoduct.

Survey  calls 

A  sub-category  of  the  pushy 
salesman  call  is  surveys.  Henry 
said  that  while  some  surveys 
are  honest,  some  are  not.  For 
example,  a  fake  survey  taker 
may  call  someone  and  identify 
himself  as  such,  and  ask 
questions  such  as  “Are  you 
married?,”  “Do  you  work?,” 
“Does  your  husband  (or  wife) 
work?,”  and  “What  type  of 
appliances  do  you  have  in  your 
home?  ” 

This  caller  may  actually  be 
finding  out  information  on  the 
house  and  family  in 
preparation  to  rob  them.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Justice  Department  said 
Monday  top  officials  would 
testify  under  oath  that  the 
department  had  not  conducted 
a  campaign  to  discredit  Vice 
President  Spiro  T.  Agnew  by 
leaking  information  about  the 
investigation  of  the  vice 
president  to  newsmen. 

The  department  said  it 
would  not  contest  attempts  by 
Agnew’s  attorneys  to 
..subpoena  department  officials 
to  give  sworn  depositions 
about  Agnew’s  allegations. 

In  a  17-page  brief, 
department  attorneys  objected 
strongly  to  subpoenas  issued 
by  Agnew’s  lawyers  to 
newsmen  who  have  written 
stories  based  on  confidential 
information.  The  department 
called  those  subpoenas 
“fishing  expeditions”  and  said 
they  should  not  be  condoned. 

The  department  said  the 
charges  of  news  leaks  were 
“legally  irrelevant”  and 
provided  no  basis  for  halting 
the  investigation  as  Agnew  has 
demanded. 

The  department  said  it  did 
not  feel  Agnew’s  lawyers  were 
justified  in  subpoenaing 
department  officials  but  said  it 
was  willing  to  make  them 
available  for  testimony. 

The  department  has  not 
confirmed  or  denied  reports 


that  subpoenas  were  delivered 
to  certain  officials  on  Friday 
and  it  did  not  do  so  in  the 
brief  filed  with  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  Walter  E. 
Hoffman. 

H  offman  granted  Agnew’s 
lawyers’  request  for  subpoena 
power  to  command  testimony 
from  Justice  Department 
officials  and  newsmen  in  a 
search  for  evidence  to  support 
the  lawyers’  charge  that  the 
department  engaged  “in  a 
steady  campaign  of  statements 
to  the  press”  in  an  effort  to 
prejudice  the  grand  jury 
investigation  against  the  vice 
president. 

On  that  basis  and  on  the

‘‘We  strongly  recommend 
our  customers  to  have  the 
calling  party  clearly  identify 
themselves,  and  if  they  don’t, 
hang  up,”  said  Henry. 

He  said  that  the  majority  of 
nuisance  callers  won’t  try 
again  after  they’ve  been  hung 
up  on  the  first  time. 

“Never  give  out  your  name 
until  you  are  absolutely  sure 
who  is  calling  you,”  said 
Henry.  He  said  that  the  name 
is  something  the  caller  may  use 
for  future  calls. 

So  far  this  year,  there  have 
been  eight  arrests  and  eight 
convictions  for  nuisance  calls, 
in  Provo. 

Jlenry  said  that  people  have 
the  wrong  idea  that  Provo 
probably  has  a  large  number  of 
nuisance  calls  because  of  the 
concentration  of  so  many 
young  people  in  one  area. 

He  countered  this  by  saying 
that  most  of  the  reported 
nuisance  calls  are  not  made  by 
BYU  students. 

“We  are  concerned  because 
the  people  who  get  these  calls 
are  our  customers,”  said 
Henry.  “We  do  everything  we 
can  to  protect  them.”

“F.nergy  and  Society”  will 
be  the  title  of  a  new  class 
offered  winter  semester  by  the 
Department  of  Chemical 
Hngineering  Science  according 
to  department  officials. 

“The  knowledge  of  most 
people  on  the  subject  of 
energy  and  the  present  energy 
crisis  is  totally  inadequate,” 
said  Dr.  M.  Duane  Horton, 
Professor  of  chemical 
engineering.  “This  energy  class 
will  be  an  attempt  to  bridge 
the  knowledge  gap  and  help 
students  become  more 
informed  on  these  important 
issues,”  he  said. 

The  one  hour  class  has  been 
approved  by  the 
administration  and  scheduled 
for  next  semester.  Whether  or 
not  the  class  carries  will 
depend  on  student  interest  and 
enrollment. 

Students, 
faculty 
may  bid 

Students  and  faculty  have  at 
least  one  thing  in  common -a 
chance  to  bid  for  former 
university  property. 

The  practice  goes  back  at 
least  20  years,  said  D.  L. 
Melville,  BYU’s  buyer 
expositor. 

Items  often  put  up  for  sale 
include,  audio-visual 
equipment,  cars,  dishwashers, 
refrigerators,  sewing  machines, 
desks,  dishwashers  and  dryers, 
Melville  said. 

Notices  of  upcoming  sales 
are  placed  in  the  weekly  BYU 
Bulletin  Board,  which  goes  out 
to  all  faculty.  Informed 
bidders  can,  if  they  desire, 
check  out  the  merchandise 
before  bidding.  If  a  student 
wants  to  test-drive  a  car  that  is 
being  sold,  he  can  arrange  an 
appointment  at  the  Physical 
Plant’s  motor  pool,  Melville 
said. 

To  place  a  bid,  the  would-be 
buyer  fills  out  and  sends  in  the 
sum  of  his  choice  for  a 
particular  item.  The  bids  are 
observed  after  a  week 
and  usually  the  highest 
bidders  is  selected  and 
informed.  Thus,  no  one  ever 
learns  what  the  winning  sum 
was,  Melville  said. 

Melville  added,  however, 
that  in  some  cases  students 
who  bid  too  much  for  an  item 
north  worth  that  much  were 
not  allowed  to  do  so. 

Once  a  bid  has  been 
accepted,  the  bidder  pays  for 
the  merchandise,  receives  a 
receipt  and  picks  up  the  item 
..Many  iterns  are. ..sold  on  a 
first-come,  first-serve,  basis, 
such  as  audio-visual 
equipment,  Melville  said. 

Notices  of  upcoming  sales 
have  been  placed  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune,  the  Deseret 
News  and  the  Daily  Herald. 
But  none  have  as  yet  been 
placed  in  the  Daily  Universe 
Melville  said,  although  he 
added  that  such  ads  may  be 
placed  in  the  future. 


Instructor  for  the  class  will 
be  either  Dr.  L.  Douglas 
Smooth,  chairman  of  the 
department  or  Dr.  Horton. 

Dr.  Horton  outlined 
objectives  of  the  class  as 
follows:  “First  of  all,  very  few 
people  really  know  what 
energy  is  in  a  scientific  sense. 
We  will  discuss  that  and  what 
energy  is  all  about.” 

The  present  energy  crisis  will 
be  discussed  in  detail, 
according  to  Dr.  Horton.  “We 


will  give  critical  information 
on  how  the  crisis  relates  to  the 
individual,  the  causes  of  the 
crisis,  what  we  each  can  do  to 
help  solve  the  crisis  and  what 
to  expect  in  the  future,”  he 
said. 

“Some  very  interesting 
things  will  be  brought  out  in 
the  class,”  said  the  engineering 
professor.  Nuclear  energy, 
environmental  issues,  field 
trips  to  a  coal  mine  and  an  oil 
refinery  and  guest  speakers 
will  all  be  included  in  the 
curriculum. 


Genealogists  study 
historical  trends 


Changing  social  trends 
through  history  can  be  studied 
with  the  use  of  genealogy, 
according  to  Phillip  R.  Kunz, 
Associate  Professor  of 
sociology  and  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Genealogical 
Studies  at  BYU. 

“Using  genealogy,  we  can 
study  families  through  time,” 
said  Kunz.  He  added  that 
previously,  the  only  resource 
used  was  grandparents,  parents 
and  children. 

The  word  for  the  study  of 
vital  statistics,  such  as  births, 
deaths  and  marriages,  is 
demography. 

Kunz  said  that  with  the 
correlation  of  genealogy  and 
demographics,  family  studies 
can  go  back  eight  or  10 
generations. 

Class  structure  can  be  dealt 
with.  This  concerns  the 
possibility  of,  for  instance,  a 
farm  boy  in  1840  to  be  the 
ancestor  of  a  medical  doctor 
today.  “Using  genealogy, 
demographicists  can  see  a 


pattern  established  to  account 
for  an  1 840  farm  boy  related 
to  a  1973  doctor,”  said  Kunz. 

Another  study  being 
conducted  is  the 
characteristics  of  slave  owners 
and  their  slaves. 

“We  can  determine  how 
much  the  owners  paid  for  their 
slaves,  the  sexes  and  ages  of 
slaves.  This  would  be 
facilitated,  of  course,  with  the 
careful  record  keeping  of  slave 
owners,”  he  said. 

Demographicists  have 
discovered  that  through 
genealogy,  they  can  see  a 
definite  change  in  the  average 
marriage  age  1 00  years  ago  and 
today. 

‘‘Women  were  getting 
married  at  about  23  and  men 
at  26  or  27,”  Kunz  stated. 

In  comparison,  the  average 
age  for  women  today  is  about 
19  and  about  22  for  men. 

Because  of  the  later  marriage 
age  100  years  ago,  it  was 
discovered  that  by  the  time 
the  last  child  left  the  home, 
one  of  the  parents  was  dead.

The  challenges  of 
communications  within  the 
constantly-expanding  LDS 
Church  were  discussed  by  J. 
Thomas  Fyans,  keynote 
speaker  at  the  first  LDS 
Intercultural  Communications 
and  Language  Concerns 
symposium  Monday. 

The  symposium,  involving 
about  150  participants  from 
Germany,  Canada  and  the 
U.S.,  concludes  Wednesday. 

Fyans,  director  of  Internal 
Communications  for  the  LDS 
Church,  said  it  took  100  years 
for  Church  membership  to 
reach  one  million.  But  only  13 
years  passed  before  two 
million  was  reached  and  less 
than  10  were  needed  to  bring 
the  figure  to  three  million. 

Estimates  indicate  that 
membership  will  reach 
between  5.7  and  7.7  million 
by  1985,  said  Fyans. 

The  Church  now  produces 
written  materials  in  about  30 
languages,  which  reach  about 
100  countries,  said  Fyans. 
Natives  of  various  countries  go 
to  Salt  Lake  City  to  adapt 
lesson  manuals  and  other 
written  materials  to  their  own 
cultures.  The  doctrinal 
messages  of  the  Church  arc 
both  translated  and 
“transculturized,”  Fyans  said. 

Missionaries  are  given 
training  in  foreign  culture  as 
well  as  language  before  setting 
out  on  foreign  missions,  he 
added. 

The  Church  does  not  want 
converts  to  forsake  their  own 
cultures,  noted  symposium 
panalists. 

Upcoming  topics  to  be 
discussed  are  language  style, 
intercultural  public  relations 
and  communications, 
communications  for  the 
handicapped,  computer-assist¬ 
ed  translations  and  adapting 
Church  programs  on  an 
intercultural  basis.

very  basic  skill  techniques, 
almost  teaching  them  the 
whole  aspect  of  the  game  right 
from  the  beginning,” 
explained  Coach  Lewis.  “And 
then,  as  the  season  goes  on,  we 
get  more  involved  in  the 
strategy  of  the  game  and 
develop  different  kinds  of 
offensive  attacks  and  defensive 
strategies.” 

Fundamentals  of  the  game 
are  covered  at  first  in  order  to 
overcome  lack  of  experience. 
Most  of  the  girls  who  come 
out  for  the  sport  have  had,  at 
the  most,  limited  opportunity 
to  play  in  high  school  or  other 
colleges. 

Occasionally,  a  student  from 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  or 
some  other  eastern  state  will 
already  he  rather  proficient. 
Those  who  are  reared  in  the 
east  are  generally  exposed  to 
field  hockey  from  the 
elementary  school  level 
extending  through  high  school. 

But  proficiency  starts  with 
potential  and  the  Y  girls 
demonstrated  plenty  of  that 
during  the  action  in  Logan, 


according  to  the  coach.  “We 
found,  at  that  time,  that  we 
had  three  very  fast  forward 
line  players.  They  were  able  to 
get  the  ball  away  from  our 
goal  and  to  the  opponents  goal 
very  quickly,”  she  noted. 

However,  the  greatest  cause 
for  optimism  seems  to  lie  in 
the  backfield.  “In  all  of  the 
attempts  that  the  opposing 
team  had  to  score,  they  only 
had  one  clear,  one  attempt  to 
play  the  ball.  The  rest  of  the 
time  it  was  played  by  the 
other  backfield,”  the  coach 
recalled.  “And  that’s 
unusual-at  least  for  the  first 
game  of  the  season.” 

Individual  players  who 
showed  outstanding  promise 
during  the  Logan  contest 
included  Sandy  Bankhead, 
playing  the  forward  line  on  the 
right  inner  position;  Sarah 
Price,  in  the  center  half-back 
position;  Kathy  Stoker,  right 
half-back;  and  Patsy  Anderson 
as  fullback. 


One  team  advantage  is 
George  Jacobs  who  assists 
Kathryn  Lewis  in  coaching  the 
girls.  He  is  a  graduate  student 
from  India,  where  hockey  is  as 
much  a  national  pass-time  as 
football  and  baseball  are  in  the 
United  States.  He  brings  with 
him  knowledge  about  the 
game  as  well  as  experience  in 
some  of  the  hockey 
tournaments  in  his  home  land. 

Activity  from  now  until  the 
end  of  the  season  will  consist 
of  competitions  with  the 
University  of  Utah  and  Utah 
State  University  on  a  home 
and  home  basis.

Lacrosse,  as  played  by  the 
Indians  decades  ago,  was  a 
brutal  show  of  force  without 
finesse.  It  was  often  the  means 
for  settling  a  dispute,  and 
sometimes  even  a  war. 

However,  lacrosse  today  has 
developed  into  a  highly 
technical  sport  while 
maintaining  the  necessity  for 
physical  prowess  peculiar  to 
sports  such  as  rugby,  football, 
and  ice  hockey. 

Lacrosse  has  undergone 
specialization  during  the  years. 
It  now  finds  itself  with  three 
positions  (not  including 
goalie):  defense,  midfield,  and 
attack. 

With  three  players  at  each 
position,  plus  one  man  in  the 
goal,  each  team  has  ten  men 
on  the  field  at  all  times.  When 
handicapped  by  a  penalty, 
however,  there  may  be  less 
than  ten  men. 

The  attack  position  deals 
with  precision  control  and 
accurate  passing.  Plays  are 
designed  similar  to  those  of 


basketball:  a  screen,  or  a 
give-and-go,  or  a  pick-and-roll, 
and  several  others.  All  are 
easily  visible  during  (he  game. 

Usually  one  will  find  two 
attackmen  in  front  of  the  goal 
or  just  off  to  the  side  and  the 
third  behind  the  net,  since 
there  is  a  15-yard  playable 
zone. 

One  of  the  reasons  for 
having  a  1 5-yard  zone  behind 
the  net  is  if  a  shot  is  taken  and 
missed,  the  player  closest  to 
the  ball  when  it  goes  out  of 
bounds  takes  possession. 

Therefore,  if  he  cannot  stop 
a  misguided  shot,  he  will  at 
least  be  in  a  position  to  regain 
control  by  being  the  closest  to 
the  out-of-bounds  line.  He  will 
not  be  unchallenged,  however, 
since  on  a  missed  shot,  the 
opposing  team  retreats  quickly 
also. 

Another  reason  for  the  extra 
yardage  behind  the  net  is  that 
play  often  will  originate 
behind  the  goal.  This  rear 
approach  turns  the  opposing 
defense  around  allowing  a 
member  of  the  offense  to 
break  for  the  goal,  take  a

quick  pass  and  score,  before 
the  defense  can  re-organize. 

This  maneuver  is  called  a 
quick-stick,  and  sure  ball 
handling,  along  with  precise 
timing,  is  quite  essential. 

The  attackman  must  be 
quick  and  constantly  aware  of 
an  opportunity  to  score  or 
pass  off  to  a  teammate  who 
has  a  better  shot.  Passing  and 
execution  of  designated  plays 
are  the  name  of  the  game  for 
the  attack.

Spain,  he 
received  his  training  at  the 
Madrid  Conservatory  and  the 
Accademia  Chigiana.  Among 
his  famous  teachers  have  been 
Walter  Gieseking  and  Nikita 
Magaloff.  His  playing  has  often 
been  compared  to  that  of 
Claudio  Arrau  and 
Rachmaninoff.

BYU  failed  to  convert  in  the 
last  few  seconds  losing  to 
in-state  rival  Utah  State,  13-7, 
while  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Colosium  Utah  fell  in  disgrace 
to  nationally  ranked  UCLA  in 
a  62-16  trouncing. 

In  the  only  conference  game 
played,  Arizona  State  ran  over 
a  weakened  New  Mexico 
Lobos,  67-24,  while  ASU’s  last 
weeks  victim,  Colorado  State 
came  back  to  outlast  Idaho, 
33-30  and  Arizona  finished 
past  Iowa,  23-20. 

Losing  non-league  games, 
UTKP  kept  up  a  perfect  4-4 
losing  season  in  a  close  27-23 
lose  to  New  Mexico  State  and 
the  .Wyoming  Cowboys 
dropped  another  close  battle 
to  Wisconsin,  37-28. 

In  a  mistake  ridden,  sloppy 
contest  with  arch  rival  the 
USU  Aggies,  BYU  lost  the 
Wagon  Wheel  and  the  Beehive 
Boot  when  the  Cougars  ran 
out  of  time  on  the 
four-yardline  in  the  final 
quarter. 

With  just  a  little  over  a 
minute  left  in  the  game,  BYU 
started  a  drive  lead  by  reserve 
quarterback  Gary  Sheide 
which  began  on  the  BYU-20. 

Alternating  passes  between 
Jay  Miller  and  Lynn  Zwahlen, 
Sheide  would  pass  to  Miller  for 
20  yards  and  then  throw  to 
Zwahlen  to  stop  the  clock. 
After  four  complete  passes, 
BYU  was  threatening  on  the 
USU  23.  Sheide  passed  to 
Zwahlen  in  the  end  zone  but 
was  caught  out  of  bounds  and 
with  three  seconds  left  Sheide 
hit  Miller  on  the  five  but  the 
time  ran  out  and  the  ball 
ended  up  on  the  four. 

Both  teams  were  guilty  of 
fumbles  at  critical  times, 
damaging  penalties  and  pass 


interceptions  all  complicated 
by  a  gusty  southernly  wind. 

In  Los  Angeles  Saturday 
night,  the  Utes  found  out  what 
it’s  like  to  play  in  a  big  time 
football  game  as  the  UCLA 
Bruins  racked  up  six 
touchdowns  in  the  first  half 
capitalizing  on  the  Utah’s 
mistakes. 

Unless  the  radio  spectator 
stayed  faithfully  by  his  set,  a 
TD  or  two  would  be  missed  as 
the  scores  came  at  a  stunning 
rate. 

The  Bruins  eased  off 
somewhat  in  the  second  half 
scoring  only  20  points. 

In  the  contest,  Utah  suffered 
its  worst  defensive  whomping 
since  a  64-0  disgrace  to 
Colorado  College  30  years  ago. 

The  Utes  couldn’t  contest 
the  UCLA  attack  that  rolled 
up  302  yards  rushing  in  the 
first  half  alone  when  nine 
different  hoofers  look  turns 
carrying  the  ball. 

To  give  balance  to  the 
running  attack  in  the  first  half, 
the  Bruins  made  the  score  49-0 
on  the  first  aerial  in  the  third 
quarter.  Sciarra  completed 
four  of  six  passes  for  60  yards 
in  a  79-yard,  1  2-play  drive  that 
was  capped  off  with  a 
three-yard  TD  bullet  to  Norm 
Anderson. 

Substitute  quarterback  Lou 
Onofrio  threw  scoring  passes 
of  25  and  38  yards  to 
Roosevelt  Hutchins  for  Utah’s 
fourth  quarter  TD’s. 

The  ASU  Sun  Devils 
continued  their  bid  for  a 
second  WAC  title  as  they 
walked  passed  New  Mexico 
with  Woody  Green  and  Ben 
Malone  sinking  their  spiked 
the  deepest  into  the  Lobos’ 
defenses. 

Golden  armed  quarterback 
Danny  White  connected  with 
Morris  Owens  on  scoring 


strikes  of  60,  14  and  12  yards 
completing  18  of  28  passes  for 
344  yards  while  Green  and 
Malone  ran  for  336  yards 
amassing  a  grand  total  of  709 
yards. 

Colorado  State  came  back 
from  a  WAC  lose  to  ASU  to 
sneak  past  Ihe  Idaho  Vandals 
by  capitalizing  on  offensive 
mistakes. 

Idaho  won  the  over-all 
statistical  battle  with  491 
yards  of  total  offense, 
compared  wilh  386  yards  for 
Colorado  State,  but  the 
Vandals  suffered  103  yards  in 
penalties  and  lost  four  of  six 
fumbles  while  the  Rams 
remained  virtually  mistakeless. 

Arizona  traveled  north-east 
to  beat  Iowa  in  a  23-20 
back-and-forth  battle  that  was 
decided  by  a  Charlie  Gorham 
field  goal  with  2:09  remaining 
in  the  game. 

The  score  was  tied  three 
times  at  7-7,  10-10,  and  20-20 
with  a  battle  of  the  toes 
between  Gorham  and  Harry 
Kokolus. 

Wisconsin  gained  early  leads 
behind  the  record  running  of 
sophomores  Bill  Marek  and 
Ken  Starch,  then  held  off  a 
valiant  Wyoming  ralley.

Teaming  up  to  bury  the 
Badgers  from  Snow  College, 
Gifford  Nielson  passing  and 
Jeff  Blanch  running  gave  the 
BYU  Kittens  an  easy  29-7  win 
Friday  on  the  Provo  High 
football  field. 

Playing  only  about  half  of 
the  game,  Nielson  completed 
15-19  passes  for  a  large  chunk 
of  the  229  yards  the  Kittens 
earned  through  the  air.  Blanc 
accounted  for  a  substantial 
number  of  the  197  yards 
gained  on  the  grand  for  a  total 
offense  yardage  of  426. 

Snow  had  a  meager  168 
yards  total  with  1 23  aerial 
yards  and  45  yards  rushing. 

The  first  half  was  all  BYU’s 
with  the  Kittens  making  it 
across  the  goal  line  three 
times. 

Shortly  after  the  opening 
kickoff,  Nielson  sent  a  flurry 
of  footballs  through  the  air  to 
Kent  Tingey,  Craig 
VanLeuuwen,  and  Richard 


Herlin.  Scrambling  from  a 
pocket  of  would-be  tacklers, 
Nielson  hit  Tingey  again  dead 
center  in  the  end  zone  and 
with  a  good  PAT,  the  score 
stood  7-0. 

The  Badgers  found  the 
Kittens  hard  to  move  on  after 
an  initial  burst  of  offense  with 
Jim  Borla  to  Hart  Laws 
20-yard  passing  play  and 
punted  back  to  BYU. 

Again  the  Kittens  headed  for 
the  north  end  zone  in  a 
methodically  precise  attack 
but  the  drive  was  cut  short  on 
the  10  by  an  Allen  Hatch 
interception. 

Four  plays  later,  the  Kittens 
began  to  advance  again  but 
couldn’t  get  running  room  but 
within  four  more  plays  BYU 
was  knocking  on  the  door 
again  with  a  30-yard  run  by 
Jim  Goodenberger  and  a 
15-yard  Tim  Savage  to  John
